Petersburg. It opens up the vast arable 
lands of Siberia to settlement by Russian 
farmers and nts; it wil bring the 
great mineral resources of Siberia into 
prominence, and lead to their carly and 
vigorous development. It will accomplish 
the establishment of Muscovite power and 
trade in Siberian seaports and pave the way 
for the realisation of Russian ambitions on 
the Pacific. Wehatever happens, it is im- 
possible that the tide of Russian progress 
in Asia can be stayed altogether; it may, 
ly a wise and prudent policy on the part 
of other Eastern Powers in combination, be 
kept within reasonable limits and legitimate 
channels. Great Britain is quite prepared 
to see such a development in Siberia result- 
int from Russian enterprise as will bring a 


the Tsar's great em: ire, and will bail with 
nothing but satisfaction such a result. 
That .satisfaction would, however, ba accen- 
tuated if the Russian Government were to 
adopt a commercial policy more in con- 
sonance with that of Great Britain, instead 
of atlempting t» close the country to foreign: 
goods and traders by the imposition of 
excessive import and other duties. The 
British and Japanese. Governments would 
-also feel relieved by seeing a less aggressive 
policy pursued by Russia in - Manchuria, 
a: da simple desire shown to make tho beet 
out of the very. material concessions already 
acquired by her from China. In short, the 
Alli-s only wish to be assured that Russia's 
‘policy in the future will make for the 
‘development of peaceful commerce in the 
Far-East and not merely for tho extension 
of the. Muscovite empire at the expense of 
ber neighbours. 


KUROPEAN POPULATIONS IN 
-  . OHEINA! 


(Daily Press, 19th March.) 

One of the most ‘marked phenomena in 
China, especially. sirice the. beginning of the 
new. century, is the very rapid growth of the 
European populations, not only in Hong- 
kong but in au,;even more marked degree 
in the northern ports. ‘The most remark- 
ablz instances of this growth are to be 


| nuticed-in the ports. of Shanghai and Tien- 
tain. . This growth of the foreig. populations; 


is accompanied by another chauge not less 
characteristic of the new conditions under 
‘which the foreign residents live. It is not 
so very many years since the great bulk of 
inhabitants came. to China 
inerely us birds of passage to make a 
temporary sojourn, and cach expected after 
a few years to return to his native country, 
having in the incanwhile obtained a com- 
petence, sullicient to keep him in at least 
inoderyte comfort for the r mainder of his 
life, The process was. essentially w:.steful, 
and there is little doubt that the large 
sums of.-money thus withdrawn from the 
working capitial of the couatry had a more 
or less detrimental effect on its general 
trade. At-all cveuts they prevented the 
local growth of foreign industry, and had a 
deterrent effect on the welibeing of the 
several communities. Partly asa natural 
sequence of this state of affairs it became 
more difficult to pile up the necessary 
capital to. cnable. dae engaged in local 
business to retire, and so by the mere force 
of circumstances a continually increasing 
number of those, engaged in the trade of

TWO PIRATES SUP(OSED TO BE KILLED. 
The following account|of a piratical attack 
on a missionary boat is given in the Shanghar 
Mercury :— | -

‘I'wo shots were fired by the pir.tes 
in all. but neither of them did any damagé to 
any of us. Not one of our boat craw moved ‘out 
of their beds all.the time, and it was all dver 


‘before the captain and the others from the 


back came out. Every one was frightened- 
half to death. Onr boy. who was up lighting 
‘the fire, was compelled not to speak. under the 
penalty of having his head cut off, and; he 
conclud d better our heads than his. go let 


them com) right in on us withoat warning. 


Next day we learned that they did not stick to. 
their bont ve y long, and that all oar fearg of 
their returu were groundless; they had- quite 
enough of it. We were sorry to hear of jthe 
sad fate that befel two of their number, aud to 
feel that-we had shed blood and, if the report 


‘was true, had taken life, for it is stated that two 


of them were left in the boat, une shot through 
the neck tho other through the-skoulders, while’ 
{wo more were wounded. Yet ‘il was a matter 
of lifo and death to us, and I did not fire until 
after I was fired on, and when they fired; the 
shot I did not know how many more were to 
follow or what might be next. ° 

‘T repor‘ed the matter atonce tothe Pao Chen 
and also to the Kiasingfu. On arrival hte at 
once tuok the matter np and s-utdut soldiers, 
twenty in disguise and twenty armed, to hunt 
them ont. I have not heard yet the repult. 
Now my wound is almost well and [ feel little 
the worse for it, and-soon lope to have nothing 
more than a scar to remind me of the adven- 
tore. Mrs. Fergusson’s nerves received alcon-- 
siderable shock, but we trust the effect of it will 
soon pass away. Most pcp feel it will be 
some little time before th-y attack « boat jwith 
foreigners on again. I hope it has this rc sult.

concerned. “During the turmoil and con- 
stant fighting which tosk place between the 
last years of the T’ang dynasty, A.D. 905 and 
A.D: 960, when the first Emperor ¢f the power- 
fal Sung dynasty monuted the Dragon Throne, 
the interregnum of fifty-five years saw the 
reign of. five dynasties, composed jof successful 
generals of the usnrpers. History tells us 
then changed masters and 
then returned to them as _ freqn nitly 
as they changed their coats, and often 
high officials; thinking themselves surrounded by 
faithful troops of their sovereign, would find -to 
their cost that they were in the hands of some 
rival claimant to the Throne. who had scceeded 
in tampering with the loyalty of the erstwhile 
Imperialists. ‘I'o revert to even later times — 
the Taiping rebellion, 1849-186+ — Imperial 
troops with their officors having turned Tuipings 
retnrned to their allegiance after a fime. to go 
over to the Taipings the moment they found the 
aubels too strong for them,-and vice rere. The 
same policy it would seem is being pursued in 
Kwangsi—to the benefit of the rebels. But 
with reference to the desire of Governor Wang 
Chih-chun tlat Marshal So should be dismissed, 
it is another thing altogether. If the Marshal 
is like ordinary Chinese Generals of the un- 
educated class we need not be surprised if we 
hear of his troops coercing him into joining 
the rebels the moment the Imperial decree 
dismissing him from the service is issued, whilst 
as to the mandarius in Peki-g, if they are 
mindfol of their histories, it is quite likely that 
to prevent such a conlrélemps they will find 
means of putting the Marslal ont of the way.

Istheism, not monotlieism, not 
pantheism. Maz Miiller was driven to -cdin 
the word “henotheism” in order to describe

meant the worship of the gods one by one. 
This faith ak soon as the people began to 
ep necessariiy tended fo the conclusion 
that all the deities were only manifestations 
of one power lying behind them. What was 
this power ? 
Indian religion. . The answer might havo been 
monotheistic, Eut as.a fact the answer was 
pantheistic. The whole world was God. This 
was the doctrine developed as a faith in the 
Brahmanas between 1,000-800 B.C. It reached 
its orthodox climax ia the VedAota, which 
explained the universe synthetically as a 
d+ velopment from one principle, the- Supreme. 
Soul, called Brahma or Paramitman. The 
Supreme Sonl was both the efficient and material 
cause of the world: beth made the world 
and was the matter ont of which the world 
was mede. In the seventh century, B.C., 
sae the founder of the Cankhya philosophy, 
made a determined uttack on the pantheism and 
orthodoxy of. his day and there was little’ donbt 
that Buddhism, which dated from the fifth 
century, B.C.; owed its origin direo'ly to the 


Cankhya philosophy. Kapilia was the,firat great’ 


empirical philosopher in the history of the 
world. His name had been forgotton; yet it 
was he that laid thé foundations of empiricism. 
as they stand to-day. He based his philosophy 
ou experience oid used reason as: his ‘only 
organon. Whereas the Vedinta was a synthetic 
pantheism. {he Cankbya wasan atheistic duali«m: 
peryhy ic for the first time hal -shaken itself 
free from the bondage «f faith. The data of 
experience we:e matter and souls. As regarda 
matter, the doctrine of Kapila was stated by 
modern science as the law of conservation of 
energy: As regards sonle, modern science had 
rothing to say; but Kapila‘’s argament was the 
seephysic! altempt (o vindicate the faith 
long held ia Todin of the transmigration of souls, 
W herein did the Buddha differ from Kapila? In 
two points. Whereas Kapila asserted the exist- 
ence of son's the Buduha denied their existence ; 
whereas Kap/‘ls asserted the existence of matter 
andsouls from everlas{ing to everlasting, Bnddha 
asser‘ed an end, a finality. The very centre 
aud .core of Buddhist metaphysio was th ‘denial 
ofthe existyuce either of sonls or of a supreme, 
sonal. Nocne ever had and it. was impossible that 
one should ever have experience of a soul. The 
soul always eluded your observation, for the soul 
waz (ha instrument by which you observed. Tho 
soul must, axc neidered by metaphysical science, 
be an expression for (he identi y of the Ego ns 
the supreme condition of the object. Yon could 
not examiue the Ego because the Ego -was the 
condition of your being able to examine at all. 
Therefore, said the Buddha, it cou'd not be 
ultimate reality? Matter was doubtless an 
object of experience. Was it therefore the 
ultimate reality? No: for matter was condi- 
tioned by human perception. If the soul was 
not rail how. much less could the objective 
world, could matter, which was known ouly tothe 
soul, be real? What then war altimate reality? 
Ultimate reali y, said Buddha, was nothing, 
was non-entity.. That was the l-st word of 
Baddhist metaphyric; and from that first 

ols of its ethical teaching was 
derived. Now most of them, he daresay, were 
of opinion that a metaphysic which concluded 
that the ultimate reality was nothing had 
st ed itself before the tribunal of experience 
and was consequently worthless. Yet Hegel 
adopted as the starting point of his metaphysio 
the conclusion of Buddhism that nothing was 
real. And thoagh the last word of Buddhist 
metaphysic was that nothing was the ultimate 
reality, this must not be mistaken for
